Sporadic primaries meaningful to some ob­ 
servers and meaningless to others—are expen­ 
sive for Hie candidates, and do not necessarily 
indicate who xviii be nominated by either party. 
Every candidate can derive some satisfaction 
from the Indiana primary this week Sen. Rob 
ert F. Kennedy of New York didn't get a ma­ 
jority of the Democratic votes hut he did get 
more than either Sen. Eugene McCarthy of 
Minnesota or Indiana s Dov 
Roger Branigan, 
who is presumably a *upporter of Vice Presi­ 
dent Hubert Humphrey 


Former Nice President Riichard Nixon, who 
was unopposed on the Republican side. got al­ 
most as many votes as Sens. Kennedy and 
McCarthy combined 


Perhaps the most important effect is what 
significance is being attached to the Indiana re­ 
sults by the delegates in other states of the un- 
ton which do not have primaries. 
There is certainly no sign any of the Demo­ 
cratic aspirants has the nomination tied lip Nor 
can Mr Nixon he sure that Dov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller of New York, who has entered the race 
hut is not participating in tile primaries, will 
not develop a strong organization at the ration 
al convention and become a formidable compet­ 
itor. 


T H E R E ARE FE U STATES which have pri­ 
maries. and their chief value is to give each of 
the candidates a chance for nationwide publici­ 
ty prior to the conventions. The speeches being 
delivered today, however, may not be pertinent 
bv the time the conventions are held in August, 
as the issues before the country may be even 
more complex than they are now The country 
will want to know then how each candidate 
stands 
This could have much more meaning 
than what was said to the Indiana voters in the 
campaign prior to this week's primary. 
Maybe the primaries this year will serve a 
useful purpcse in demonstrating to the people 
the futility of the present formula In a state 
ment just issued. Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon 
tana. Democratic leader, says “ The tragedy of 
primaries is that in reality they moan very lit­ 
tle " He points out that they are not always 
binding on the delegates Ile calls attention to 
the tremendous amount of money they cost 
each candidate, and says that in a sense pri 
maries are “ auctions on a temporary hast* ” 
He adds: 
Personally, I would like to .see primaries, if 
they are going to be maintained, conducted in 
all states on a day certain and under a rigid 
limitation of expenditures, rallier than to con­ 
tinue Hie haphazard expensive procedure which 
is now followed 
If this were done, it would 
mean, in my opinion, that the national conven­ 
tions, at which the delegates and not the pen 
pie make the choice, could be done away 
with ” 
'Hie Montana senator also proposed that the 
Electoral College he abolished, so that a presi­ 
dent would be elected bv direct vote of the pen 
pie 
Only ll states have presidential-preference 
primaries, and in the other states there are 
various method* of choosing delegates, usually 
through political organizations. This correspond­ 
ent suggested in his dispatch on March 18 that 
a nationwide primary would compel each candi 
dale to explain fully Iii* proposed polit ies or 
courses of action Those seeking the nomination 
would not be abir to rely on the maneuvers 
behind the scenes among state delegation* at a 
convention This correspondent added

Since almost the beginning 
of time man has tried to ex­ 
cuse his disobedience to God 
bv saying, “ I don’t see any­ 
thing wrong with it” .

Abel 
moved bv faith and obeyed 
the will of God Heb 11:4. 
Cain. I am sure did not see 
anything wrong with the wor­ 
ship he offered but it was re­ 
jected because the sacrifice 
was not according to God s 
will. 
Nadab and Abihu. no doubt 
did not see anything wrong 


with the fire that they used 
in their worship to God but 
they were rejected because 
they did not obey the instruc­ 
tion of God. 
King Saul did not seem to 
see anything wrong in spar 
mg the lives of some animals 
and of King Agag but this 
was not obedience to God. He 
was told by Samuel that to 
obey is better than sacrifice 
and to harken than the fat 
of rams. I Sam. 15 22 
From t h e s e examples, 
when we consider them care 
fully, we can see that God 
is not pleased with just any 
thing that we do in worship 
to Him. He demands that we 
do just what he has com­ 
manded We may do some­ 
thing that He did not author­ 
ize and still not be able to 
see anything wrong with it. 
Yet, this is not obedience to 
His will. Thus we ought to 
be very careful to see that 
our practices are authorized 
by the Word of God It is not 
enough to say that we do not 
see anything wrong with it.
